CESD says fence, signs needed

School board officials are taking steps this week to 
prevent potential tragedy at the storm water retention 
pond in front of Didsbury High School. 

A fence is being erected around the entire perimeter 
of the pond and signs will be posted indicating the dan¬ 
gers of the now entirely unsupervised water runoff col¬ 
lection area. 

Trustees with the Chinook’s Edge School Division 
raised concerns about the safety of the unrestricted 
pond during last week’s board meeting. 

“If a child should wander in there and drown it would 
be terrible. We dug the hole, it’s on our property - it 
would be our responsibility,” said Didsbury trustee and 
board chair Roy Brassard. 

School board officials never expected the pond to 
still be in use by this stage of the school’s develop¬ 
ment. 

The pond was dug when the school was under con¬ 
struction last year to drain run-off water from the site. 

The Town of Didsbury 
was to provide a more 
permanent solution, said 
Brassard. 

“We’ve raised it several 
times with the town and 
so far nothing," said 
Brassard. 

The pond has already 
attracted recreational 
users with a canoe being 
launched in it in recent 
weeks. 

“I can understand the 
attraction for that but 
that’s not what it’s there 
for.” 

The board unanimously 
agreed last Wednesday to 
the extra precautions and 
the added expense it will bring, especially since school 
is now out of session for the summer. 

“We have a certain amount of control during the 
school year but the summer’s a different story,” said 
Brassard. 

He estimated it would cost $10,000 to $12,000 to 
erect a suitable fence. 

The school division will continue to press for a per¬ 
manent solution, he said. 

“We really would prefer it to be pumped out and 
filled in,” he said.

Liberals question CEO's $192,000 bonus

Calgary Health Region officials art' defending their 
CEO’s reported $1.2 million compensation 2007 pack¬ 
age after politicians raised questions last week about 
the top administrator’s bonus. 

The Calgary Health Region released details of chief 
executive officer Jack Davis’s pay and benefits last 
week. 

Davis will reportedly earn $1.2 million this year, 
including a base salary of $414,000, a $192,000 bonus, 
and a $005,383 contribution to an executive retirement 
plan that will be paid to the Davis on his retirement. 

The CHR board says Davis’s compensation package 
is fair. 

“Jack delivers great value and we have a hell of a bar¬ 
gain on our hands," CHR chairman David Tuer said 
during a press conference. 

The opposition Liberals questioned some parts of 
Davis’s compensation package. 

"What exactly has Mr. Davis done to deserve a bonus 
of this scale, when people are sitting in emergency 
rooms, when seniors are waiting for service?” said 
Liberal leader Kevin Taft. 

Tuer said the Calgary Health Region is one of the 
largest, fully integrated, publicly funded health-care 
systems in Canada and has accomplished a great deal 


this past year in its ongoing efforts to address growth 
pressures. 

“Jack Davis’s compensation reflects both the size 
and scope of responsibility associated with leading 
one of Canada’s fastest growing health regions and he

is doing it during very challenging times,” said Tuer. 

Mr. Davis has received an average of 3.57 per cent 
increase to his base pay over the past seven years. 

Benchmarking by several independent management 
consulting firms indicates Davis’s earnings are in the 
bottom half of his peer group of executives leading 
major Western Canadian organizations of similar size 
in the private and public sectors, according to the 


CHR. 

The long-time chief executive officer and president 
of the David Thompson Ht'alth Region will receive 
total compensation of $350,000 this year - or less than 
one third of that received by the Calgary Health Region 
CEO for the same period. 

Officials say John Vogelzang, who has been the head 
of the DTHR for a decade, will receive a base salary of 
$305,000, plus benefits totally 17 per cent of his salary. 
The total includes pension contribution. 

“At John’s request, he very firmly refused any 
increase in compensation this year,” said Jean 
Graham, chairperson of the DTHR. “He feels that he is 
being appropriately paid and in this environment he 
should not be receiving an increase this year. We did 
insist that he get a cost of living increase, because 
that’s only appropriate. Other than that, he won’t be 
getting any increase in compensation. 

“We are getting incredible, incredible service. We 
have an incredible CEO and we are very proud of him 
and we feel he is appropriately compensated for the 
work he does for us.” 

The CEO is the top administrator in the region, over¬ 
seeing all operations across the region. 

Asked if she has any comment on Davis’s compensa¬ 
tion, DTHR chairperson Graham replied, “I can’t make 
any comment on Calgary, but we feel we are getting 
incredible value for our money.”

At The Kitchen Table 



My mother’s father, John Mattern, 
died before I was born but Mom 
often talked about him and we kids 
felt that we knew Grandpa Mattern. 
He was born in 1861 near Oslo, 
Kristiania then, in the village of 
Jevnaker. 

When he was about four years old 
he ran away from home. No one 
payed much attention to his leaving 
and when he had gone a little way 
and changed his mind, no one paid 
much attention when he came 
hack. He had been gone about an 
hour and according to family leg¬ 
end he walked wearily into his 
mother's kitchen, sat down by the 
fire and said, “1 see you still have 
the same old cat." 

Jevnaker is the site of The 
Hadeland Glassverks and the 
Mattern Family were glassblowers. 
Grandpa’s grandfather came to 
Jevnaker from Waldorf, Bohemia 
which at that time was under 
Austrian rule. He, his sons and 
grandsons all worked at the glass 


factory and according to the census 
of 1875 my great-grandfather was a 
master glassblower and my grand¬ 
father, who was 14 in 1875, was an 
apprentice glassblower. 

He had begun work at the factory 
when he was five and his job at that 
time was to pick up the bits of 
waste glass that fell from the wands 
and return them to the melting pot. 
Grandpa must have become adept 
at his craft because we have a few 
pieces of his work that include 
beautifully engraved brandy 
snifters, a carafe with a cut glass 
stopper and a glass stamp meant to 
emboss his initials in hot wax. 
There were more pieces but it was 
a big family and by the time each 
branch got a few bits and some 
things got broken, there was not 
much left. 

In the late 1800s most of grand¬ 
pa’s family, including his father and 
stepmother and a lot of siblings 
came to North Dakota and then to 
Marysville in Washington state. 
While they lived in Washington, 
grandpa took part in the Klondike 
Gold Rush but he did not make a 
fortune and in 1901 he and grandma 
took up a homestead west of 
Ponoka. My mother was born there 
in 1902. Grandpa and Grandma, 
John and Annie Mattern, farmed 
and eventually, after their son 
Albert took over, their homestead 
became a showplace. Grandpa died 
in 1929, Grandma in 1946; neither 
of them had ever been back to 


Norway. 

By the time you read this Ralph 
and 1, our daughter Kirsten, her 
husband Harry and children Jonas, 
5 and Anna, 3, will be in Norway. I 
have been in touch, via email, with 
one of the curators at the museum 
at Hadeland Glassverks and I am 
taking photos of John and Herman 
Mattern, a copy of the 1875 census 
and my little pieces of grandpa's 
glass. In return for this contribu¬ 
tion to the museum’s archives I 
hope we at least get a guided tour 
of the glass factory and maybe 
some lutefisk in the cafeteria but I 
am not counting on anything. 
Norwegians are not easily excited 
and maybe people show up all the 
time with ancestral photos and bits 
of memorabilia from 135 years ago. 
I am not sure that I am giving him 
my dear little chipped brandy glass 
either. I think it would be lovely for 
it to be returned to the factory that 
birthed it all those long years ago 
but I will want to know that it's 
going to be appreciated. 

I have a handmade leather folder 
that belonged to Grandpa Mattern. 
In it are several clippings front 
newspapers and magazines. Some 
of the articles have to do with ways 
to doctor animals or grow better 
crops but most of the pieces are 
quite sweet and sentimental little 
poems and songs. I wish I had 
known Grandpa and 1 wonder what 
he would think about our visit to 
the Glassverks.

RCMP used covert vehicles in 
crackdown 

Yesterday marked the end of a planned crackdown on 
high-risk drivers on Highway 2. 

RCMP Innisfail Traffic Services along with other 
enforcement agencies were expected to conduct a 
Selective Traffic Enforcement Plan ( STEP ) on 
Highway 2 starting last Friday. 

A number of covert RCMP vehicles were to be driven 
by plain clothes RCMP Traffic Services members moni¬ 
toring traffic on Highway 2. 

These covert vehicles were to be supported by a large 
number of uniformed members operating marked police 
transports, according to police. 

High risk driving behaviors were to be observed and 
documented and details radioed to the marked patrol 
units who were to initiate a traffic stop.

Human remains, possible First 
Nation's burial site 


On June 21 construction activity on a quarter section 
of land south of Ponoka unearthed human remains that 
may date back to the early 1900s and may have ties with 
the Sharphead Indian Reserve and Mission of that era, 
report police. 

Ponoka RCMP say the investigation to date has deter¬ 
mined this to be non-criminal. 

The matter is currently under review by the 
Archaeological Survey of Alberta and other government 
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departments as a possible First Nations Burial Grounds. 

Over the past several decades a number of remains 
have been exhumed form the area with links to a First 
Nations Burial Grounds. 

The Chief Medical Examiner's Office and a Forensic 
Anthropologist have been contacted to assist investiga¬ 
tors. 

Construction efforts at the location have been halted 
with a high degree of cooperation and professionalism 
exercised by company responsible. 

RCMP are contacting First Nations Communities in 
the area to ensure cultural protocols are properly 
addressed. In addition to conducting an investigation 
RCMP will remain in contact with First Nation 
Community Leaders, the Officer of the Medical 
Examiner and the Archaeological Survey of Alberta to 
ensure all avenues are properly addressed.
